REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The prior art, including the disclosures of Alpert et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,740,413), Alpert et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,659,679), and Alverson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,480,818), has not taught or render 
obvious controlling a break-interrupt based upon the "determining whether an instruction of a designated 
address as an instruction located at an address specified as a break point address is executed as 
satisfying a branch condition of said conditional instruction" (or similar limitation) as recited in independent 
claims 14, 15, 21, 27, 33, and 34 (in combination with all other features of the respective independent 
claim). 

2. Claims 16-20, 22-26, and 28-32 depend from claims 15, 21, and 27, respectively, and are 
considered allowable for at least the reasons given above for claims 15, 21, and 27.
